REVOLUTIONS IN PAPERMAKING. 

English Company Will Make Paper 
From Ihe Papyrus. 

Reviving a thousand-ycar-u!d indu.s- 
Iry, a baud uf capitalists and scientists 
o<' England are going lo introduce a 
formidable competition into Hie paper- 
ii.aking of buth the United Stales and 
Great Britain. These men won’t care 
whether the forests of the world are 
b' the hands of a paper trust or not; for 
they are going lo imijiufaclure news 
and book os well os wallpaper and kind¬ 
red urlicles out of papyrus. 

Tlie papyrus farms will be in Egypt. 
Tho culllvulion of Hiis plant has been 
extinct fur over 1,000 years. The papy¬ 
rus leeds, at first, will be brought lo 
Fmglund and made into pulp in on 
English mill until sufficient trade has 
been worked up. Ttien the papyrus 
syndicate will build its own mills In 
Egypt and ship the pulp. 

H. E. Winter, secretary of the new¬ 
ly-formed papyrus syndicate, In an In¬ 
terview gave many interesting details. 

“Twenty million dollars worth of pa- 
pei alone is made in England annually. 
We shall produce a better quality 'f 
paper and soil It at a much cheaper 
price. The present sources of supply 
for the paper trade are being used up 
rapidly. Only recently Norway hod lo 
legislate to prevent the depletion of its 
forests. Canada and tho United States 
will soon follow suit. 

“We have for some years been work¬ 
ing on our scheme. Smedley Norton, 


I the author and explorer, was commis¬ 
sioned to revive the seventh century 
pupyrus reed. The .Nile grass, common¬ 
ly known as papyrus, is not the real 
tiling. Mr. Norton discovered some true 
papyrus seeds in remote parts rf 
Syria and Falesline near Hie River Jor¬ 
dan and Sea of Galilee and cullivalion 
was begun. 

“We have now an Immense tract cf 
land situated on Hie Nile in Egypt. U. 

B. Clarke, the botunico) expert of Kew 
Gardens, has certified That our plants 
are the real papyrus. After exhaustive 
experiments, Dr. Ousrin Weiriz, con- 
.sulting chemist and analyst to the Pa^ 
perriiakcrs’ Association of Great Britain, 
has produced the most admirable pulp. 

A committee of experts lias outlined 
for us all the methods of cultivation 
and paper manufacturing and we arc now ^ 
going ahead. Papyrus grows In wafer ^ 
from seven to ten feci high. We gather 
three crops a year. Our land is Ir- 
rigatod by the Nile and Is only plowed 
every five years. 

“We will begin manufacture of paper 
!'• the spring wtien we will have 100.- 
000 tons of papyrus ready for the I 
market. Experiments thive proved Hiot ' 
the yield of papyrus pulp, after blench¬ 
ing, is much larger Hian c.sparto pulp 
and exceedingly strong. Wc expect to 
i use it for the manufacture of all the 
things now being made out of paper. 
Our proposition is one wlilch w'ill mark 
a tremendous revelation in Hie paper 
trade.”

STUDENIS BURNED TO DEATH. 

Four Perished in Destruction of Cornell 
Chapter House. 

A dc^palch from Ithaca, N. Y., says: 
S.'ven persons mat a tragic death cn 
Friday morning in the most disastrous 
holocaust which ever vLsileti Cornell 
University. Three of llie vicUms were 
volunteer firemen of the City of Ithaca, 
and four of Ihcm were students of Cor 
nell Univeisily. 'the firemen were ell 
prominent in this city. They were 
S. Robinson, attorney; John Rumsey 
Imrdw'ure merchant, and Esty Landon 
0 .salesman. The .students wore O. L, 
.Schmiick, of Hanover, Pa.; F. \V. Groele, 
of South Grunge, N. J., H. W. Nichols, 
i f (ihi'^ago, and J. M. McCutcheon, of 
Pittsburg. The cause of the fire is un¬ 
known. 

T he ml ire first floor of the Chi Psi 
rl,aiitor House roged with flames under 
the sirong north-west wind, and the stu- 
donls were trapped in the dormitory on 
I he liiird floor. Many of the boys 
jumpofl lo .safety, while those who. liesi- 
laled were carried to ihe ground by the 
falling walls. The money Lass is near- 
I.' .$ 200 , 000 . 

' The fiivmen killed were manipulating 
n hoae on the iorth .side of the build 
ing when the wall collnp.sed on them 
and pinned them to slowly roast under 
Ihc hurning debris. When the fire de¬ 
part men I orrivpd on the scene Ine 
screams of two men appearing in the 
windows of the south-west lower, over 
llie main entrance, were heard. For 
.some reason the men hesitated to Jump 
from their burning prison, and while 
Die firemen w'alchecl the scene, almost 
paiT.lv/oU w'ilh horror, the tower col¬ 
lapsed. and the men were buried be¬ 
neath Ihe ruins.

PORT COLBORNE GRAIN ELEVATOR.

JAPAN TO COMPEL PEACE. 

Will Increase Army Almost Fifty Per 
Cent, by Organizing New Forces. 

The London Times’ correspondent at 
Tokio semis Ihe following cable des¬ 
patch It is believed lhat next year’s 
budget provides for extensive changes 
In the Japanese army. First, the garri- 
.sons in Manchuria and Corea, now’ com¬ 
prising four divisions, will bo reduced 
lo one division each, drafted from the 
homo divisions. Instead of being special 
corps. .Secondly, the saving thus effec¬ 
ted will bo employed in furnishing six 
new divisions for the home establish¬ 
ment, whereby the strength of the anny 
will become nineteen divisions. This 
signifies on increase of nearly 50 per 
cent. Thirdly, three special forces will 
bo organized, namely, heavy field artil¬ 
lery, quick-firing field arlillery and 
cavalry, all horsed with Hie best cattle. 
Fourthly, the work of rearmament and 
restoration, which the War Minister de¬ 
sired lo complete in a brief period, will 
extend over several years. Funds for Ihe 
above purposes c^vill be obtained by 
means of ecouewries In other depart¬ 
ments. There will be no new taxes and * 
no new loans. It Is understood that this I 
progiamme was subject to much dis- i 
cussion In the Cabinet.

WATER AS A REMEDIAL AGENT. 

Comparatively (ear pefamia raeognize 
the value of water as a remedy for 
many^ ailmMU, and pariicularly to those 
inddenl to childhood, writes d dorres- 
pendent. An ordinary cough will 
usually succumb to a water treatment, 
'and the modus operand! practiced in our 
own family fs as follows: At night, 
when the child is prepared for bed, its 
feet are put into water as hot as can be 
borae, and the temperature is kept up 
by^ding more hot water as necessary. 
This foot bath is continued for ten min¬ 
utes. In the meantime a flannel cloth, 
folded to four thicicneases and large 
enough to completely cover Ihe^ lungs 
and throat, is lightly wrung from tepid 
water and put' over the chest and 
throat, with a larger, heavier cloth over 
it, to prevent any chill and to keep the 
clothes from becoming damp. 

Many a time our own little ones have, 
along toward bed time, coughed with al¬ 
most every breath; but within ten min¬ 
utes after the foot bath and application 
of the compress the cough would begin 
tD subside, and in twenty rninules they 
would be perfectly easy and cough no 
more during the night. If the cough re¬ 
turned the following day, the same 
treatment was repeated ai night, and 
usually but one or two repetllicns were 
necessary. This, of course, where the 
trouble was in the bronchial lubes or 
upper part of the lungs. After a cough 
becomes deep-seated, some internal 
remedy is usually necessary, as well as 
an outside application, and we will 
treat of such in a sub.sequenl article. 

In the first stages of sore throat, a 
compress is often effective, and many 
severe cases of such trouble miglit be 
averted, and much suffering saved, if 
mothers only knew of and used the sim¬ 
ple •remedy in time. But so often we 
forget about the “sUlcii in lime," and 
lei a cough or simple sore throat go on 
until il is hard lo check, and nnich suf¬ 
fering is entailed, all of which might 
have been avoided by a timely applica¬ 
tion of water. 

None qf our three children ever hail 
an allacl\ of the croup, although often 
having Aymploms of il, and we arc 
confident that a timely use of the com¬ 
press ha.ybeen the preventive. 

For cr6old In the head it i.s oflen bene¬ 
ficial to inhale through tlie noslrils, 
steam from boiling water, holding the 
head and face as near the water us pos¬ 
sible, so as lo get the sleuiu as hot as 
can be boime. Afler u thorough steam¬ 
ing, if the patient lies down witli cloths 
wrung from water as hot as cun l>e 
borne on tiic forclicad, and kept hot. 
using tlie hot upplicutions lor lialf an 
hour or so, great relief will usually be 
e.xpericnced. 

In case cf a bruise or similar injury, 
an application of cloths wrung from very 
hot water, and changed ns soon a-, they 
begin to cool, will prevent swelling or 
discoloration, and remove all soreness 
from the purls. 


Furious Gales and Bad Wrecks iu the 
Bay of Fundy. j 


A despatch from Halifax says; Two 
serious wrecks as a result ol Tuesday 
night’s furious gale are repeal from 
the Bay of Fundy coast. The American 
schooner Emma >A. Harvey struck at 
Sloan’s Cove, eight miles east of Digby 
Gut, at 6.30, and immediately went lo 
pieces. Her captain and crew, already 
frost-bitten, were washed overboard, 
and, with (he exception of one seaman, 
whose body cannot be found, got ashore 
safely, and are in the woods. The mas¬ 
ter, Captain Berry, became exhausted, 
and froze to death before aid could 
reach him. The second male finally 
found a. bouse occupied by colored 
people, where Ihe remainder of the crew 
were cared for. 

The American schooner Rebecca W. 
Huddell, Captain Scott, from Salem, 


Mass., for St. Jobn» narrowly escaped a 
similar fate. On Saturday night site 
encountered a severe gale, with rough 
weather, and lost a foresaU, a new lib, 
and split the other sails. At the same 
time one of the anchors was washed oH 
the bow, carrying everything forward. 
At 4 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon, 
when the weather cleared, the captain 
saw Point Prim and the Nova Scotia 
coast. To be there longer and drag 
ashore meant destruction of the vessel 
and sure death for all the crew. Cap- 
lanl Scott therefore slipped his anchors, 
and fortunately succeeded in getting to 
Digby Gut, with a piece of the mainsail 
gaff topsail us^ as a foresail, and two 
headsaiU. His vessel was now unman¬ 
ageable, and was soon driven ashore, 
but the crew are safe.

This is not to 
SHV llial much good may not he ob¬ 
tained from certain medicines, such us 
quinin and belladonna. lor example, yet 
Itie main reliance in the muiiugemenl of 
a ca.se of this diseObC is on liygienic 
measures. <5 

Allliough the patient must be kept 
away from school nnd other cliildren, it 
must on no account be ke)d in the 
house. Fresh air and sunshine are the 
best ogerils in the hygienic treatment. 
City air is belter, than none, but it is 
best, when possible, to send the child to 
llie country, wliere it can be outdoors 
all day, and not be forced to inhale dust 
and .smoke.

Once begin to make these compro¬

They are mighty only in 
our Imagination. They but beset us in 
order that by overcoming them we 
might lie made men. Alas, that they 
have become our masters. The gianls 
serve the pigmies when man is ruled by 
Ills appetites or by the foibles and 
fashions of his fellows. 

Never till men know thern‘|elve8 will 
they come to their place. Never till we 
understand that the worth while things 
of life are not these gaudy prizes, nor 
the honors and famie, nor the ease and 
indulgence; the worth while things are 
in ourselves. The call Is for men who, 
like our fathers In a bleak land, found 
glory of the riches of character 

IN AN AGE OF POVERTY. 

Men need to honor thems-ielves, to 
think less of whut becomes of them then 
ol what they become, to care less of 
what men think of them and more of 
what they are; to cease tlji effort to 
trim yourself to others and to be just 
yourself, without arrogance, in meek¬ 
ness seeking manhood. 

Life is the school of coui'oge; only 
brave souls win here. TH* coward who 
seeks to achieve by compromise capilii- 
lutcs in the act. Discipline, duty, denial 
are hurd words, iiiey are for those who 
seek strength. The lllje that avoids all 
loss loses itself. The life lhat follows 
the ideal in brave, clear standing for 
truth, in lovo that serves and fears not 
pain or loss, finds life indeed. 

He only diecelves himself who seeks to 
seem good because he fears man. Reli¬ 
gion puts the right before all else; It 
reveals the eternal glory and splendor, 
and for the joy ^^l before him a man 
learns to despise the cross and shame 
and bo brave for Cod ond truth.

Leaaon XI. Jesus Risen From the Dead. 

Golden Text: Matt. 28. 6. 

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note.—-The text of the Revised Version 
is used as a basis for these W ord 
Studies. 

The Holy Sepulchre.—In point of loca¬ 
tion the narrative of John makes it plain 
that the tomb of Jesus must be idenliiled 
with the place of his ci^uciflxion : “Now 
In the piece where tie was crucified 
tlicre was a garden; and in the garden 
a new tomb wlierein was never man yet 
laid. Tlierc tiien because of the Jew's’ 
Prepurallon (fur the tomb was nigh at 
liand) they laid Jesus” (John 19. 41, 42). 
Hal l!ie site of Calvary, us was pointed 
i»ut in the Word Studies for lust Sun¬ 
day, cannot be positively identified. 
Under the rounded knoll of limestone 
rock lust beyond the Damascus Giile— 
the site known as Gordan’s Calvary and 
favored by some recent aulliorilies— 
there is a cave culled Jeremiah’s Grotto 
which was apparently once used as a 
place of burial. Tills may have been 


of the body by friends or disciples of 
Jesus.

Wherever you go In Russia you ses 
a huge writing tabla; it is a ^ndsroiu 
hut very orderly engine. There ars 
i^cores and scores or neatly arrang^ 

^ documents upon it and stor»l in its ca¬ 
pacious drawers — documents every¬ 
where. 

Russia is ruled by documents, writes 
a St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Dally Mail, not by the Czar 
or by fhe Ministers, but by the little 
olllcial 100 roubles (between £10 and 
£ 11 ) a month down In the country. 

“The law Is a saint, but the little of¬ 
ficial Is the devil,” a peasant says. The 
little official sets th; ball rolling per¬ 
haps 2,000 miles away. He fills up a 
form; this goes on and is added tu; 
afterward it goes on, and afterward Jon. 

It is a sacr^ thing; it comes to St. 
Petersburg, the answer yes or no is 
attached, and it goes on its weary 
} course back again. Months before it 

• arrives the peasant has forgotten what 
' it was all about. 

Long after Port Arthur had fallen 
there were .scores of officials In St. Pet¬ 
ersburg engaged In filling up documents 
about its stores and guns and troops; 

It is true they were no more, but the 
documents hud to be filled up. In my 
callow youth I rather thought the in¬ 
come lax people at home w'ere skilful 
at this game, but they ore mere babes 
In arms in comparison with the Rus¬ 
sian official; he loves hi.s w'ork. Ar¬ 
rayed in a uniform, he spends delight¬ 
ful days 

IN COMPILING DOCUME.\TS. 

On the occasion of *my visit lo the 
cellular prison I was presented with 
voluminous prison documents. It was 
bad enough, I thought, to be In prison, 
but to have to go through the torture 
chamber of fumi.shing information for 
these documents must be a little pre¬ 
lude to Hade.s. 

* Once having passed through this docu¬ 
mentary chamber of horrors, all was 
w< II. I was in the prison and every* 
tiling wa.s very human. The prisoners 
wci-e working in the weaving room or 
the great printing room, or at some 
small trade in their comfortable cells. 
Tliey were human being.s, treated in a 
human way. Their hair was not cut 
short; they shaved or not ns they liked. 
They talked freely together; they were 
not In the lea.st afraid of the governor; 
they looked hoallhy and well fed; they 
were smoking and chatting at their 
work. 

A bell rang, the dinner bell. I beg¬ 
ged to be allowed lo have a prisoner’s 
dinner. It was a most excellent re¬ 
past—much belter than I could have 
got In the abominable and extravagant¬ 
ly dear .^1. Petersburg rcstnurnnls. The 
worst feoiiirc of Rus.slan daily life are 
those horrible, extortionate restaurants. 
Tliero was a large bowl of very good 
br;ullion, wilh plenty of meal and vege¬ 
tables in It; there was a great plate of 
a .small, round, yellow seed prepared hi f 
some appetizing way. and there was a ^ 
huge bunch of blark bread. I was hun¬ 
gry. but I could not gel through half 
the allowance. A cigarelte afterward, 
then again eround the great prison

Under the rounded knoll of Itmc.stono 
rock just beyond the Damascus Gate— 
the *lte known as Gordon’s Calvary and 
favored by some recent authorities— 
there is a cave culled^ Jeremiah’s Grotto 
which was apparently once used us a 
place of burial.

abounds. Sometimes advantage was 
taken of the natural caves and caverns 
of which there are miuiy in the soft 
strata of limestone. These early Hebrew 
tombs were marked by their evlremo 
simplicity of conslrucUon and the ah- 
seiice of arcliltecturul ornament, and in 
both these respocls .sluod in marked 
contrast with Cgyplian sepulchral mon¬ 
uments. I’requenlly mdivitluals chose 
to have their lust resting places m their 
own vineyards Hko .loseph of .\riinu- 
thfiea. who hud his own new garden 
tomb; but more often repulai’ burying 
places, or cenielorics, were used. A 
single tomb, like a modern vault, oflen 
contained several .sepurale cliaiiiliers 
with notches oi’ shelve'^ in or on v. liicli 
the bodies were jdaced. A large ciivu- 
lur stone which could be rolled lo and 
from its place closed the low opining 
tD Ihe tomb. Snmelimes in lovi-l jilares 
graves were .sunk in the suilare uf Ihe 
rock and covered with a closely lilliiig 
blab.

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SOME DAINTY DISHES. 

To improve tomato soup Always add a 
squeaxe of orange Juice Just before serv¬ 
ing. 

Broiled Salt Fish.--Soak the Ash over¬ 
night in skim milk. When requiredt 
wi^ it dry and put it on a greased grid¬ 
iron. When brown on one side, turn 
carefully so as not to break. Serve ^ith 
fried potatoes. 

Steamed Chocolate Pudding. One- 
half cupful of sugar, one ^g, two tea¬ 
spoonfuls of butter, one cupful of flour, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, half 
0 cupful of milk, a little salt, one and a 
half Squares of chocolate, dieain for two 
hours. Eat with cream sauce. 

Boiled Salmon.—Select a fresh, firm 
fish; wash and prepare it for dressing. 
I.^y It on a strainer, sprinkle salt over 
it thickly, then cover it plentifully with 
cold water. Let It warm slowly and 
only simmer, allowing for one of eight 
or nine pounds three-quarters of an 
hour slow boiling. 

Seed Cakes.—One-hoif cup of butter, 
one of sugar, one-half cup of milk, two 
eggs, one teaspoonful of cream of tartar, 
one-half teaspoonful of soda, and Hour 
enough to roll them smootti. 

Raw cabbage is very excellent as a 
salod. The cabbage must Le fresh find 
crisp and sliced very finely. Rub a salad 
bowl with a clove of garlic, put in the 
cabbage and stir it about well, then pour 
a nice dressing over and ser\'e. 

Egg Balls.—Boll some eggs hard, re* 
move the shells. Have ready a riUxlure 
of flnely chopped dry ham and J^read* 
crumbs. Cut each egg in half length¬ 
wise, brush over with beaten egg; roll 
in the breadcrumbs, etc., and Iry a 
golden coldr. Str\e hot, with water¬ 
cress arranged as a border. 

Dandelion salad is most wholesome, 
and should be eaten more freely than it 
is. Cut some dandelion roots as low 
down as possible so ns to get white 
stalks. Wash thoroughly, and mix with 
an equal quantity of watercress and a 
suspicion of onion. Diess with oil or 
cream dressing. Vinegar is not neces¬ 
sary. 

Dried green pea.s are very useful in 
tho winter when vegetobles are scarce, 
and as a rule they ore not so widely 
known as they deserve. Soak the peas 
for twenty-four hours in cold water, 
with a pinch of soda. Plunge into fast 
boiling water and cook till tender. 
Drain, shake in a saucepan with a little 
butter, and serve. 

.Stewed Macaroni.— Break the maca¬ 
roni into shoi-t lengths, and throw into 
boiling suited water. Cook for about 
half an hour and drain in a collonder. 
Put into a stewpan with one pint of 
milk, one ounce of butler, pepper ond 
salt. Stir over a slow fire tlU it is all 
mixed, add the macaroni. .«iimmer for 
half an hour and serve with grated 
cheeso scattered over. 

Prune Pudding. — Chop finely two 
ounces of suet, add to it six ounces of 
Hour, two ounces of mixed peel, half a 
pound of scalded prunes, stoned and 
chopped. .Mix with a gill of milk in 
which is dissolved half a teaspoonful of 
carbonate of soda. Pour inlo n greased 
mould, which .should be only two-thirds 
full. Tie over with greased paper and 
steam fast for three hours. 

Savory .Spanish Onions. — Put six 
onions inlo cold water and remove the 
skins. Put these in a saucepan, with 
boiling water to cover, and add u tea¬ 
spoonful of salt. Cook till lender. Drain 
thoroughly and pul inlo a pie-dish, 
cover with thick wliite sauce, flavored 
with grated cheese. Scatter bread- 
cnuiibs over and place in a steady oven 
till browned, .Serve very hoi. 

Washington Pic.—For the crust use 
two cups of sugar, one-half cup butter.

For fmAll gardsnA soapsuds are valu¬ 
able. Applied to tbs roou of fruit tress, 
ros«, etc., soapsuds are a valuable 
manure. They impart a vigor and ra¬ 
pidity of ipowtb which is perfectly sur¬ 
prising. No one who Is lucky enough to 
have a garden near the house should 
waste this valuable form of manure. It 
is an excellent plan to'have a large tub, 
and put the soapsuds and dirty water 
into it till required for the garden. 

To Clean Furs. — Pul two quarts of 
fresh bran in a pan over the lire, and 
stir it frequently to keep it from burn¬ 
ing. Lay the fur upon the table, and 
when the bran is quite hot, apply two or 
three handfuls of it to the fur, and rub 
it in well with the hand. Repeat this 
process several limes, always taking 
fresh hot bran from the pan. When the 
fur is clean, shake it, and brush it with 
a clean brush to remove any flour and 
dust which may remain. 

Some hints on cleaning lamp chim¬ 
neys will no doubt be useful just now, 
when we are apt to carry our lamps 
about in the dark house, and the 
draughts cause the chimney to be 
smoked. First, when a chimney Is now, 
it should always be washed In a soapy 
lather, and a small mop passed up the 
chimney again and again till all specks 
and spots are removed. If a chimney is 
not perfectly cleaned before Jt Is used, 
there is always a risk of the dirty marks 
burning In, and being very dinicult to 
erase. A smoky lamp chimney may, of 
course, b# always washed clean; but. 
belter than this, take a small sponge and 
tie it on the lop of a stick, slightly 
moisten it with parallln, and brush the 
glass with it, afterwards rub till dry 
wilh a clean cloth, and the chimney 
will be perfectly bright. Another plan 
is to rub the smoked chimney with 
methylated spirit and whiling till ttie 
glass is clear.

IMessaycs Sent I>oiio Distances Quickly 
hy Savages in New Guinea. 

Rarbarous tribes in various pails of 
the world employ signal fires at night 
and olher methods for the rapid con¬ 
veyance of information. In some re¬ 
spects the system employed among the 
mounlains in the interior of British New 
Guinea is the most effective yet devised. 

A. E. i-*ratt. the naturalist, who re¬ 
cently spent two years among tho na¬ 
tives of this great Lslund, gives in his 
new bonk rather more detailed informa¬ 
tion on this subject than earlier writers 
have done. .More ihnn once he found the 
extroordinary sysicm of inteicomniuni- 
calion among the Papuans of the great¬ 
est assistance to him in his work. He 
calls It Hie wireless telegraphy of the 
wilds. 

One day he needed to send a message 
lo a native named Gubeno, who was 
collecting butterHies and birds for the 
expedition. His whereabouts were not 
exactly known, but he was to the north- 





IMPOBi'ANCE OF PURE AIR. 

Rogarding the best ayitem of ventila* 
lion tor „«tab)ct “Hoard’s Dalrymta** 

says: 

Ovsr and over again does the dairy* 
man recur lo the question of proper 
ventilation hf stables. Why? Because 
R< is to-day the moat important of alt 
mailers connected with the winter 
ling of cattle. Men do not realize its 
iJtiportance. Not one farmer in s hun¬ 
dred ever thought hard and wwl an 
hour at a time on the question. 

Look at it from this standpoint: Wi 
can live without food ihlriy days, or 
more. We can live wllhout water sev- 
en days, but we cannot live five minutes 
Without air. Moreover, we can os read¬ 
ily poison ourselves with foul air as 
with foul food or water. Get these three 
things into our heads in thcii true pro¬ 
portion and we will do something at 
once to supply our stables with pure 
air. Again, we say the King system is 
the only one we have ever seen that \ 
will properly ventilate a stable. It costs 
but little, try it 

The king system of ventilation pro¬ 
vides for taking in fresh, pure air from 
the outside, and removing the cold, foul 
air. For its successful working it -'e- 
quires, first a stable or room compara¬ 
tively air proof. There must be no di¬ 
rect openings to the outside or through 
the ceiling to the space above, such as 
hay-chules or other openings for pul¬ 
ling dow'a hay and bedding, unless pro¬ 
vided wilh doors or covers so that Hiey 
may be closed. 

The fre.sh air is admit ted through 
several small air duels, well dlslributcd 
on all sides of t^e building, opening 
Ihe Inlericr at or near the celling and 
on the outside ihrce or more feet lower 
down. If Hie opning.s are directly 
through the wall al the celling the warm 
air will escaiH?. and if lower down the 
fresh air will conlt* in and drawn 
cut by the large veni.inllng .shaft, and 
Ihe air above will not ue changed. 

This ventilating shaft is in effect a 
large chimney, and should be construct- 
trd on precisely Ihe same principles Hint 
apply in building a succ 4 >.ssfiil ehirnM' y 
—open at Ihe ba-je. air pntof. free fr-.'Pi 
obstruction or sharp bonds, and extend¬ 
ing above the liighesl purl i f the bo id- 
Ing. It may he located wlunc it will 
hi lea.*?! in the way. It .should have a 
cjfincity or cioss-soction of .'U) square 
inches for each l.o^ni or live weight (f 
tiic aniinol.s; or say. two feet square four 
square feel) for twenty cow.s of average 
size. 

The aggregate capacity of the ininke 
flues should Ijp about Ihe same. Apply 
these principles to Hie specific ca.ses and 
one may be reasonably sure of good 
writiluHon.

They 
take to il greedily. 

Oyster sludls and grit (hens' teeth) 
must of course be provided, ami a box 
-o' pulverized charcoal will help to keep 
them in good heallh. Kerosene, careful¬ 
ly used, vermin powder and dust boxes 
will keep Hiem free of all ins- ci life. 

Have roosting closets tight for com¬ 
fortable sleeping. Even in zero weather 
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cover with thick white sniice, tlavored 
with gPQled cheese. Scuttcp bpead- 
cniinbs over nud place in n steady oven 
till browned. .Serve very lifd. 

Washington Pic.—For the crust use 
two cups of sugar, one-half cup butter, 
three cups .sifted flour, four eggs, one- 
half teaspoon fill of cream tartar. For 
the filling, one tablespoonful of corn¬ 
starch. boiled in about onc-lmlf pint of 
milk; beat the yolk of one egg very light 
and stir into the milk, flavor with va¬ 
nilla and when cold add the other half 
of the milk and the white of the egg 
beaten lo a stiff froth and stirred in 
quickly; spread this between the cakes 
and ice it with the white of one egg and 
eight tablespoonfuls of fine sifted sugar; 
flavor with lemon. 

Velvet Pudding. — Five eggs, beaten 
separately, one cup of sugar, four toble- 
spoonfuls of corn starch, dissolved in a 
little cold milk, and added to the yolks 
and sugar; boil three pints of milk and 
add the other ingredients while boiling; 
remove from tlie fire when it becomes 
quite thick; flavor with vanilla and pour 
into a baking disti; bent whites of the 
eggs to a .stiff froth; add half a clip of 
sugar, turn over the pudding, and place 
in the oven and let brown slightly. To 
be eaten with this sauce Yolks of two 
one cup of sugar, lablespoonful of 
butler, heat well, add one cup of boil¬ 
ing milk, set on the stove until il comes 
to n boiling heal; flavor with vanilla. 

I'lorenline Pudding.— Pul a quart of 
milk into your pan, let it come to a boil; 
mix smoothly three tal'lcspoonfuls of 
cornstarch and a little cold milk; add 
the yolks of three eggs, beaten; half a 
teocupful of sugar, flavor with vanilla, 
lemon, or anything your fancy sug- 
geshs: slir into scalding milk; continue 
slirring till the con.sislency of starch 
(ready for use), then pul into the pan or 
dbh you wish lo serve il in; lioat the 
whiles of the egg.s with a teacup of pul¬ 
verized sugar, spread over the top, place 
in the oven a few minulcs till the frost¬ 
ing is a pretty brown. Cun bo eaten 
with cream or is good enough without. 
For a change you can bake in cups. 


m.vrs FOR TIIF. HOME. 

A dirty coffee-pot will spoil Hie 
strongest infusion, so wash and dry the 
coffee-pot each day after u>e. 

Save chicken bones, for they form a 
valuable addition to I he btockpot when 
soup is in prepurnlioii. 

.‘^all is an exterminator fur moths, es¬ 
pecially in cari»ei.s. .Sweep Hie carpet, 
scatter diii.d salt over, and roll up 
lightly. Store in a very dry place. 

To polish kitchen knives, mix a little 
hicarbouate of soda with the brick-dust, 
and scour them thoroughly. 

Fill pincushions with well-dried coffee 
grounds, for mice or inoCjs will never 
touch them, and the needles and pins 
will not rust. 

Before using copper ve.ssels for cook¬ 
ing lub the inside wllh a piece of cut 
lemon, then rinse in hot water, and dry 
with a cloth. This will destroy any 
verdigris which may have been on the 
copper. 

Tea .stains are very difflcull to get out 
if neglected; they .should be soaked in 
cither milk or warm waler us soon as 
possible, and then souped and -rubbed 
out. The next washing will efface them 
wholly. 

.Sufferer.s from weak eyes should avoid 
wearing veils of a coarse mesh or with a 
pallt'in of any sort, for the eyes lire in 
endeavoring lo adjust themselves to 
their foreign covering. 

In cases of illness where tlie patients 
suffer from burning Ihirsl, which even 
ice does not quench, it is well to try a 
tenspoonfiil of glycerine, for in many 
in.slnnccs it gives prompt and long re¬ 
lief. 

To cone a ham so as to serve fat and 
lean evenly, cut a slice at llie centre of 
the thickest part, and cut from this thin 
cii'cular slices.

At night he Is constantly called upon 
I) enlcrlei.i distinguished personages at 
the Mansion House, prc.<ide ut charily 
enlerlainmenLs or aUeryjLt«<ft!l^ pr pub¬ 
lic function.s of vaj'ious kinds. Several 
limes during his term he must give a 
splendid ball at his ofllcial residence. 

Upon Ihe dealh of a .Sovereign the 
l.ord Mayor must attend tlie Privy 
Council; at u coroiialion he is chief but¬ 
ler, and for his sei vice.s is presented 
with a gold cup and cover. 

A justice ex-ofllcio, the l.ord Mayor 
holds court; he presides over the aider- 
men. and has n number of other dulies^ 
Ic occupy ills time. ^ 

'It is no easy year to which .Sir Wil¬ 
liam Treloar is looking, but it Is be¬ 
lieved he will acquit himself with dig- 
iiily and credit.

The message 
was delivered to him, and he returned 
word that he was coining back by dhe 
same route lie had followed on the out¬ 
ward journey and would reach camp 
next day. 

A few months later Pratt, who was 
making preparations lo remove to other 
collecting grounds, found Dial he could 
not secure carriers from the natives 
arround him to transfer his baggage to 
the other field. One doy some big, 
strong men of the Ivula tribe, wllh their 
chief, called on him and he arranged 
with them that, when Diey were sum¬ 
moned by wireless telegraphy, they 
would start fioiii their homes, twenty 
miles away among the mountains, and 
carry his baggage lo Die new camp.

AGE LIMITS OF DAIRY COWS. 

A bulletin from the Wi.sconsin station 
siates that a pow Ls at her best during 
her fifth ond'sixth years, up to which 
time the production of milk and butter 
fat by cows m nonnal condition increas¬ 
es each year. The length of time the 
cow will maintain her maximum pro¬ 
duction d^ends on her constitution, 
strength ond the cure with which she 
t fed and managed. A good dairy cow 
slmuld not show any iharked falling off 
until after len years of age. Many 
excellent records have been made by 
cows older than this. 'Ihe quantity :t 
the milk produced liy heifers is some¬ 
what belter than that of olde^ows. for 
a decrease has been noted 
two t* nihs of one per rent, in the aver¬ 
age fat content for each year until the 
cow.s have reached the full age. This 
<s caused by the increase in Die weight 
Die cows with advancing age. .\t 
any rate, there .seems lo be u parallelism 
between Die two .sots of figures fur the 
same cows. Young animals u.se a (xjr- 
lion of their food for the formation of 
body tissue, and il is lo be e\p« ' ted,' 
therefore, that heifers will reep ire a 
larger portion of nuti ient.srfor the pro¬ 
duction of milk or butter fat than do 
other cows. After n certain age has 
been reached, on the average seven 
years of age, the food requird fm- Iho 
production of a unit of milk itr butler 
fat again increases. boDi ns reganls dry 
matter and the digestible comnonents 
of the ford, A gooil milk cow of e\.*ep- 
lional strength. k<‘pl under f: vorablo 
conditions, whose digestive s\>lem has 
not been imperi^d by overfec.ling or 
crowding for higfi results, .sh.ould con- 
Dnu»' to be a profitable producer till her 
twelfth year, although the ecoportiy < f 
her production is aiit to be s-enewhat | 
reduceJ before this age is reacl^d.

There are 10,000 girls In Toklo who 
fcave come from the provinces to com¬ 
plete their education, writes Mary Craw¬ 
ford Fraser In IThe World’s Work. 
These girls are Uving in cheap boarding 
houses, where no one lakes any inter¬ 
est ^ them, and the results can only 
be called deplorable. 

Suddenly emancipated from home su¬ 
pervision, their heads filled with wild 
dreams of Independence and of equality 
with men, their leisure hours are oc¬ 
cupied with a low class of romantic lit¬ 
erature, what wonder that scandal fol¬ 
lows scandal and that the reputation of 
the Japanese girl for modesty and pur¬ 
ity is being destroyed? The girls are 
really as yet quite unfitted to take cure 
o' themselves and ore thrown into situ¬ 
ations wliere Western mothers would 
not allow their well taught, self-reliant 
daughters to remain for a single day. 

The Japanese school system was 
founded on the American model by Dr. 
David Murray, fie was adviser to the 
Minister of Education from 1875 to 1897. 

From the age of G to 14 every child 
Is compelled to attend school. The per¬ 
centage of attendance is certainly over 
95 at present. This is in the primary 
schools. There is .so great a rush to

SHAVING ON TRAINS. 

The Operation Not Nearly so Dangerous 
as Most People Imagine. 

“There was a hurrah when some ff 
the railroads started barber shops on 
their fast trains,” said a traveling min. 
“The newspapers said that at last trav¬ 
elers could have the luxury of a shave 
whenever necessary and that no longer 
would we see unkempt m«n leaving the 
trains at. the end of a }ong fun. 

“Now, the barber shops on thogfast 
trains are undoubtedly a blessing lo 
men who are not able to shave them¬ 
selves, but for my part I consider them 
fai more dangerous than the simple 
operation of shaving yourself, even 
when going at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour. 

“I always shave myself, and I do not 
usfc a safely razor, yet 1 would sooner 
scrape my chin with an unprotected 
blaJe while the train is going sixty or 
seventy miles an hour than let a barber 
on the same train lean over me with 
R sharp razor and perform the opera¬ 
tion. 

“The reason for this/is that when one 
holds the razor in one’s own hand ihe 
razor moves with you if there should 
be a sudden jar or Jolt. If you fall to¬ 
ward the razor the razor falls away 
fi'om you, as your arm Is naturally out- 
slrelched to prevent you from striking 
a wall, 

“But .suppose the barber is leaning 
over you os you sit In^ a chair and a 
sudden lurching of the train ^jirows him 
against Ihe chair. What chance have 
you in Ihe chair to get away from the 
sharp blade coming In your direction? 

“I have shaved myself dozens of limes 
oil fast train.s and slow trains and I 
have never cut myself once. Yet a num¬ 
ber of iny acquaintances who have pat- 
n-nized Ihe train barber shops have 
been compelled to wear court plaster 
dur.ng the remainder of the trip. 

“Up lo a year ago I never shaved my- 
.sclf on a tialn, and- 1 never saw any 
(•no else doing it. Then, perhaps, be¬ 
cause of the advent of the safety razors, 
it become a comparatively familiar sight 
t‘i see a man shaving himself in the 
smoking room of the Pullman, 

“I have hud traveling men. seeing me 
shave for the first lime, express Ihcir 
surpi’ise that I did not cut myself, ow¬ 
ing to the lurching of the train, and 
wIiL'ii I have explained to them how 
easily one can shave on a train they 
have become Instant converts lo the 
j»raclice. Like all simple things, one 
(Ices ii'd realize how simple it is until 
one has tried it. 

“Another thing—it is Infinitely smoo- 
Iher .sliRving when the train is going 
fiisl than when making only twenty-five 
or Ihii'ly miles an hour. The ’curves 
and the jolts .socm more severe on a 
slow’ train. The steady motion of a 
.sw’iflly moving train is more conducive 
lo socurity and comfort than any slow 
train.’’

American Horae was one of the matin 
aUracUons in the Indian village at 
Earl’s Court last year, and whm the 
e.xhlbltlon closed he trav^ed on the Con¬ 
tinent. He met the widow who is now 
Ills wife while taking hJs part in a show 
at The Hague. They were married by 
special license at the Fulham Registry 
Oflice two weeks after the company dis¬ 
banded. 

SHE ADORES HIM. 

Two letters from the chief's Dutch 
wife have been received by a friend in 
London, in both of which she makes it 
clear that the glamor of the honeymoon 
has not yet faded. The following is 
translated from her letter:— 

“Of course, we are very poor. There 
is seldom any money, and there is lit¬ 
tle to do within the house, but I am a 
good housekeeper, else I 'should be a 
shame lo my native land, and I enjoy 
keeping our house In good order.

Within recent months a new drug, 
called slovaiiin, has come into use In 
England and abroad, and is likely to be 
more used in the future. .Stovaine does 
not produce unconsciousness, Ihough 
il produces i.n';enslt)ilily lo nuin. A 
patient under its Influence, who is not 
of a nervous disposition, can watch 
a surgeon removing his appendix. He 
can, aqd sometimes docs, chat with the 
surgeo^i. 

.SIovuMie is used in London—at the 
University College Hospital, for instance. 
But it is said lo be in greater use in 
Paris and Germany. 

It is injected into the guinbar region 
of the spinal canal, and acts on the roots 
nl the nerves entering the spinal cord. 
The injection produces a certain amount 
of .shock, n.s well as occasional sickness 
and headache. 

The Adelaide Advertiser prints an in¬ 
terview with a surgeon who, not long 
ago, operated on a boy, who followed 
the whole operation with a scries of per¬ 
tinent and intelligent questions.

WRONGED WIPES REVENGE. 

.Sympathetic Jury Acquits Woman After 
Shooting Her Husband. 

X’ienna has just furnished a couple of 
striking examples of the crimes passion- 
els linked with the subsequent sympa¬ 
thetic aclion of juries wliich have long 
bden a special characteristic of Parisian 
life. 

One of these remarkable stories was 
unfolded al a woman’s trial in Vienna 
fur murder. The woman, who kepi a 
prospering suburban inn, had married 
an artisan several years younger tlmn 
herself. That his motive was entirely 
mercenary the sequel provr*d. He begun 
It) treat his wife with cynical cruelly, 
and openly paid attentions to other wo¬ 
men. As her business prospered and 
brought incueasing means, so his ne¬ 
glect and prolligocy grew. 

At length, driven to desperation, the 
wronged wife shot him dead. Al her 
trial, when the evidence had closed and 
Ihe court-room was being cleared for 
tl>c jury to deliberate, a number of sym¬ 
pathetic women waved their handker¬ 
chiefs and called upon the jurors to ac¬ 
quit the accused. 

They found the prisoner guilty of 
manslaughter, but added that her act 
was committed in a moment of mental 
aberration. The Judge thereupon pro¬ 
nounced the woman’s acquittal. 

Another instance may be cited. A boy 
of fourteen, whose father neglected the 
family for^ tlie company of a woman of 
loo.se character threw vitriol in the wo¬ 
man’s face, disfiguring her permanently. 
The plea that the boy was defending the 
honor of his family so touched the jury

TALL CHIMNEYS. 

Two in .Scotland .More Than 400 Feet 
High, and a Leaning Stack. 

The highest cliininey in England is 
that at Burlow & Doljson’s mill al Bol¬ 
ton. It is 3C8 feel in height a.nd the ma¬ 
terial used in its constriiclion was 800,- 
000 bricks and 122 tons of stone. 

This big smokestack is excelled by al 
least two in Scotland—the SI. Rollox 
chimney in Glasgow is 445 feet and Uie 
Townsend chimney in the same city .‘s 
4r>8 feet high. But the steeplejacks 
made no more of climhing such shafts 
than one a third of tlie#* height, though 
Ihe vibration is much greater and more 
serious nt limes. 

All chimneys vibrato, especially • in a 
gale; il is a condition of Iheir safety, 
but the oscillation at the top is a seri¬ 
ous mailer for any one a I work there 
during a high wind, and the job is post¬ 
poned to a calmei’ day. 

Lancashire also boasts one of the 
crookcdesl chimneys in the world—a 
shaft nl Brook Mill. Heywood—which is 
nearly 20iJ feet liigh and more than a’x 
feel out of plumb. It has been belled 
will) iron bands and is considered safe.

The whole crux of the problem of 
rapid production lies not in dockyard 
space and facilities, nor in the ability 
to throw together the hull of a vessel 
in a few weeks or months, but rather 
in the organized co-operation of tlie 
many and varied industries essential 
lo the completion and equipment of 
modern warships. The scale and rapidty 
0 ^ warship construction will be deter¬ 
mined by the number, magnitude and 
possible output of these allied ninnu- 
facturiiig industries; not by the ship¬ 
building and marine engineering capa¬ 
bilities of a country. 

And therein lies one of the groalest 
sources of superiority in warship build¬ 
ing of Great Britain. The country lius 
long held a supretne position in ship¬ 
building production, but its relative ca¬ 
pacity for pioducing warships at tlie 
present Lime is determined by its iiianu- 
fucturlng capability in armor, gun- 
mountings, guns and special forms c-f 
auxiliary machinery. For the past 
twenty years the country has l>ecn en¬ 
gaged, without a break, in the execu¬ 
tion of gieut programmes of shipbuild¬ 
ing for the royal navy. She has con¬ 
structed simultaneously a large nuin- 
I er of warships for foreign Heels. Con¬ 
sequently the demands made on private 
enterpiise to create and extend the 
special and allit^ industries to which 
reference has been made liuve been ex- 
c« ptionally great. Under this stimulus, 
aided by enc’ouragenieiit from the Ad- 
inirully remarkable extensions have 
been made in the

armaments, gun-inuuntings and special 
iiuchanicul appliances. In addition, 
Rritains resources in mechanical engin¬ 
eering. devoted to the production of 
sp.ckil forms of auxiliary engines and 
machinery required In warships, are un¬ 
rivalled and adequate lo meet mueti 
greater demands than are likely lo 
arise. No oilier counl.iiy has parsed

RATEFATEKS MAKE RAID 


GLBNIIES tlNION TlBIIIORiZB 
GUABMANS.. 

WMt Donegal Peaaaote March 
Upon Them WNh Sticke and 
Bladgeons. 

More than 1,00 peasant ratepayers 
of Glentles, on the West Donegal coast, 
Ireland, gathered in the tovivhfi recently, 
marched to the board room of the 
Guardians, and copipelled them by 
threats of violence to rescind two reso¬ 
lutions by which the pay of two work- 
house ofllcials was increased. The poor- 
rate of the Glentles Union Is over eight 
sliillings in the pound, and the district 
is one of the poorest in Ireland. The 
men who asaembled in the town n 
Saturday represented every district of 
the widely scattered union. 

ARMED WITH BLUDGEONS. 

They were armed with sticks and 
bludgeons. A posse of police under a 
district inspector was present, but 
made no impression on the crowd of 
angry ratepayers. 

The Guardians were so terrified that, 
with one exception, they disclaimed any 
connection with the resolutions. The 
exception was the chairman, who point¬ 
ed out that one resolution granting an 
Increase of pay to Canon McFadden, 
the chaplain of the union, had been 
passed unanimously by a full boaid A 
42 members, and that the other resolu¬ 
tion increasing the pay of Michael Mc¬ 
Neils, clerk to the union, had been 
passed by a majority of 33 votes. 

The crowd threatened to throw him 
out of the window, and he had to resume 
bis seat. 

OUT WITH THEM! 

‘‘The ratepayers are already over¬ 
burdened,” cried one of the invaders. 
‘‘What do the Guardians expect us lo 
pay In the future? Out with such 
Guardians! They know the poor of God 
In the workhouse, but llicy do not know 
the poor of God outside. We’ll all of 
us be In the workhouse soon.” 

The crowd did not leave until Hie 
Guardians had rescinded the objection¬ 
able resolutions. 

The furniture of the board room was 
badly damaged by the lieavy, nalle<l 
boots of the visitors. When they fin¬ 
ally went away they told the Guardians 
they would throw them all out of the 
window if they had occasion to return. 

The res<lndlng resolution was passed 
In spite of a letter from the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Board slating that It had ap¬ 
proved the increases In pay, and that, 
therefore, a rescinding resolution would 
have no legal effect.

This was one of various interesting 
peeps into the future made at the Royal 
United Service Institution, London, •re¬ 
cently, by Colonel Fullerton, R. E., in 
an interesting address on the recent 
progress In aerial navigation. He also 
predicted a postal and passenger aerial 
sei'Vice. 

in fact, lie outlined as an actual poa- 
sibility the poetic prophecy of Tenny¬ 
son, who, in “Locksley Hall”— 

Saw the heavens flll with commerce, 
argosies of magic sails. 

Pilots of the purple twilight, dropping 
down with costly bales; 

Heard the heavens flll with shouting 
and there rained a ghastly dew 
From the nations' airy navies grappl¬ 
ing in the central blue. 

command of the air. 

“As regards purely aerial warfare, 
the ilrst object of each side will be by 
means of their air forces to obtain com¬ 
mand of the air. For Uiis purpose both 
sides will maintain high-speed flying 
machines armed with light guns. 

“The aerial baWles will practlcaJly 
settle the first period of the campaign, 
ttio victor gaining command of the air 
and all the advantages which will en¬ 
sue therefrom. 

“Against an enemy’s sea forces the 
flying machines will be used chiefly for 
rcconnoiti'ing purposes, but it is pro¬ 
bable that efforts will be made, by fir¬ 
ing specially designed projectiles more 
or less vertically downwards ^-otTThe 
decks of shlpSf seriously to damage the 
engines, boilens, letc., of the floating 
vessels. 

“No doubt the flying machines will 
have considerable dlfflculty In currying 
out this duty, but light, high-speed 
machines, painted so as to resemble 
the sky as much as possible, will be 
able to do a great deal of damage. 

‘The location and destruction of sub¬ 
marines will passlbly also be an im-port- 
ant funcllon uf the aerial ships, us their 
position high up la the air will enable 
Uieni to trace- the course of vessels 
some thirty or forty fel below the 
water. 

“Against land forces reconnoitring 
will be the principal duty, but setting 
Are to store depots and attacking 
mounted troops and stampeding or de¬ 
stroying their horses will also be prac¬ 
tised. 


A NATIONAL ARMY. 

What Great Britain Needs is an Armed 
People. 

Speaking a short time ago In London, 
England, before the City Liberal Club, 
Major Seley, M. P., laid down the pro¬ 
position that reductions in Uie regular 
infantry of the line, whether popular or 
unpopular, are absolutely esseiiUul. The 
progress of civilizution and the special¬ 
ization of indusU-y have made it more 
and more dldicult for any mun to find 
employment who has not learnt a trade, 
with Uie result that an uppulling pro¬ 
portion of the vagrants and inmates <uf 
workhouses are ex-army men. .About 
half of the vagrants in Ireland, on Uie 
authority of a Royal Commission, are 
ex-soldiers, more than a thousand, ex¬ 
clusive of militiamen, having been ad¬ 
mitted to Uie workhouses hist January. 

When one reflects on Uie nature of 
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“The (unnleet thing 1 ever eew woe 
a black negro eating a water, mgioh.“ 

“The funnieei thing 1 ever l^rd waj 
about a man running. Some one asked 
him why he wae running, and he said' 
ha was going to get home before be got 
tired.” 

These are two of many instances of 
child humor that Prof. Earle Barnes re¬ 
lated recently to the British .A*sociaUon 
for the Study of Childhood. He was 
talking about the various phases of hu¬ 
mor in children, and gave aq explana¬ 
tion of humor. * 

“We are all in the world lo grow, de¬ 
velop and advance. That necessitates 
regular, organized work,” he said. “But 
the continuity of work makes us tired, 
and that has to be corrected by bring¬ 
ing new centres of activity into play. 

FUNNIEST THING. 

“If in the middle of organized work 
our minds arc switched off to something 
that is not organized activity, we feoi 
refreshed, and nature rewards the flush¬ 
ing out of our activities into new areas 
of feeling, with a sense of mirth, which 
w^ call humor. 

“For instance. If we watch a man driv¬ 
ing a calf down a lane, that 1$ organ¬ 
ize work, and if we continue wtftching 
It we feel tired. But if the calf sudden¬ 
ly upsets the man in a puddle, that is 
not work; it is disorganized activity. It 
causes a flush of new activity in the 
mind, and nature says, ‘Well done; 
glad to have those new activities.’ Thai’s 
humor.” 

The professor gave many samples 
child humor selected from 2,700 answers 
written by children to Uie question, 
“What is the most laughable thing you 
have ever seen or heard?” 

“I read a story where a man mixed 
sawdust with the food he gave his chick¬ 
ens, for an experiment." wrote a boy. 
“After a while the hen hatched four eggs. 
Three lurne<! out chickens with wooden 
hgs, and the fourth was a woodpecker.”

Another told a story of a man who 
bet another £i lie could not drink a 
gallon of beer. “Walt a bit and I'll tell 
you whether I'll lake the bet,” said llie 
man.

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FRANCE TO ENGLAND BY RAILWAY. 

Company Intends to Build a Tunnel 
Across English Channel. 

The London Daily Chronicle say.s that 
the bill to be submitted lo Parliament 
next session by the Channel Tunnel 
Company seeks power for the construc¬ 
tion olfto. submarine railway, which at 
Dover is lo be connected witli the sys¬ 
tems of the South-Eastern und Chatham 
Companies’ system, and on the French 
side of the Channel with the Northern of 
France and other lines. 

It is provided that works may be exe¬ 
cuted in conjunction with ony Govern¬ 
ment or any authority. The tunnels 
will be lighted and the trains worked by 
electricity, und land is lo Joe acquired 
near the Kent shore for the erection of 
a generating station, space being like¬ 
wise reserved in the same neighborliood 
for the de^)osil of the excavated chalk. 

Pow'er is taken lo extend the existing 
shafts and boring, and lo afford protec¬ 
tion lo the tunnel. The creation is con¬ 
templated of u new company vested w’ith 
oulhorily lo raise the necessary .share of 
capital lo w’hich the .South-Eastern and 
Chatham Railway Companies are to,be 
entitled to contribute. 

Provision is ol.so made for the due 
observance of oil conventions, ugrea- 
ments, and arrangements concluded be¬ 
tween his Majesty's Government and the 
Government of France. 

Plans and sections of the w’orks ore 
ready for deposit, and copies of the in¬ 
tended Act will be at the Private Bill 
Ofllce next month.

The Americans, when they intervened, 
stopped, or wore supposed to have 
slopped, such savagery, as this; but in 
1897, wlien Guisa was captured by the 
insurgents—mostly escaped convicts— 
under Calixlo Garcia, scores of wounded 
prisoners were deliberately rousted to 
death over slow fires.

MANCIILRIA AFTER THE AVAR. 

Alany Important Problems Yet Require 
Solution. 

With the exception of the railway 
guards, all the Russian forces in north 
.Manchuria have boon withdrawn. Chita, 
in Transbaikalia, will be the most im¬ 
portant military depot of the Siberian 
railw'uy w’est of Manchuria. 

.Many problems yet require solution in 
Manchuria, says the I’ekln correspon¬ 
dent of the Times of London. The most 
important arc the opening of Mukden 
and other cities lo foreign trade, which 
the Chinese oppose; the railway ques¬ 
tion, especially the redemption of the 
railway from Msln-min-tun lo Mukden, 
joining the Chinese and Japanese sys¬ 
tems; the question of jurisdiction over 
the Chinese within the Jupune.se railway 
area; the question of the ^ulu limber, 
and the question of the customs at 
Dulny. 

The rights of the Russian railway hav¬ 
ing passed lo the Japanese railway. It is 
now proposed that the Japanese .South 
.Manchurian Ruilw’uy Company shall act 
as agents of the Board of Revenue, levy 
and collect customs duties at Dalny, and 
remit them to Pekin. This will be 
strongly opposed by the other Powers, 
because the railway is owned by Japan¬ 
ese merchants and manufacturers, 
whose goods would thus be handled by 
customs under their own control. 

The question of the withdrawal of the 
Japanese military administration at 
Newchwang has been settled In princi¬ 
ple, but the details are still incomplete, 
(‘.hina agrees to recognize ttie Japanese 
statement of accounts show'ing that all 
native customs revenues collected dur¬ 
ing the Japanese occupation have been 
expended in local public improvements, 
and Japan will restore the maritime cus¬ 
toms revenues. Chinn undertakes lo 
continue various public w'orks, such os 
road making, sanitation, etc., und 
agrees, pending the establishment of a 
branch of the Board of Revenue Bank, 
that all castoms moneys shall continue 
to be paid io the Yokohama .Specie 
Bank. The military administration will 
end about December 1, when the port l8 
closed by ice.

CAGED UNTIL MARRIED. 

On a certain Island in the Pacific it Is 
slated that the natives are still In the 
habit of confining their girl children In 
cages until they are of an age lo 
marry. These cages are constructed of 
palm branches, und the girls arc im¬ 
prisoned in them twhen they are two or 
ttiree years old. They ore not allowed to 
leave I heir cage under any pretext what¬ 
ever, and Ihey are only taken out once 
a day lo be wastied. The clUldren ore 
s^id to grow up strong and healthy in 
spite of their Incarceration.

portion of the vagrants and inmates ^uf 
workhouses ore ex-ormy men. About 
half of the vagrants (tn Ireland, on Uie 
authority of u RoyaL Commission, are 
ex-soldiers, more than a thousand, ex¬ 
clusive of nilliUamen, having bean ad¬ 
mitted to llie workhouses kist January. 

When one reflects on the nature of 
the special danger to health, opai’t from 
the difilculty of learning a trade, which 
must beset the foreign service soldier, 
ii is neither more nor less than u setm- 
dul that provision should not be iirfe 
fpr liim. To set things right will cSt 
money, and as in the near future more 
money must bo spent on each man, it 
ir necessary no less for llie welfare of 
the soldier than for the well-being of the 
empire that there should be a reduction 
of the line. Still another reason for 
this b that attention must be centred 
more upon those ports of the army 
which it takes longest to make, notably 
urtilery und cavalry, and these are fur 
more costly than the infantry arm. 

The Major had no hesitation .in say¬ 
ing that the true path to pursue was 
to aim at creating gradually by building 
up out of existing materials a national 
army, complete in all arms, on Hm? vol¬ 
untary principle, and on u home defenco 
basis—un army of men who remained 
civilians and engaged in civilian pur¬ 
suits, while still finding time to learn 
and organize to defend their country’s 
liberties. There should be two armies, 
but only Iwo, a small foreign service 
army and Uie armed people.
